These statements are not exaggera-
tions. They are the concluslons, facts
and figures srrived ay vy a4 board of
I'nited States naval officers, Thore-
fore It will be readily seen that there
It urgent necessity for the immedlate
vollef of the starving thousands of
Matanzus, to =ay nothing of those of
other and similarly suffering citles

When ever the Unlted States oflficers
landed they were constantly followed
by olumaring crowds of starving men,
women and children, who Importuned
them In the most heartrending man-
ner for o Hitle food, for the want of
which they were glowly dving

The 1Tnited Btates consul at Matan-
zow has done everything possible une
dey the elreumstances, but when
Montgomery left there In the first days
of Fehruary, the consul had only en-
ough rations remalning to Jagt abouts
two weoks, after which the fund ap-
propriated by congress would have
heen exhnusted, and then the suffercrs
